^pprosclMately 30 percent of the population of Tbilisi were employed in the 
Msnuf acturisg centers which included sn aircraft production plant and textile 
MillSs Another 1? percent of the wozkiJig force were eaployed in the wine, 
cognac, and tea producing industries* The reMainder of the population was' 
occupied with construction of housing, studying at the uniwersi^ or Main- 
taining irarious cooperatiTes and stores* 


The largest industrial sections were concentrated in the northern and southern 
districts of the city* The northern industrial area contained the textile 
Mills, the loocMotiwe woxks and Zarod l/H KHronra, a plant which Manufactured 
heavy industrial Machinery allegedly for ejqport to China and Korea* Wa 
plant was located in a restricted area and was surroxmded by a hLfi^ concrete

Street flyateM and Bridgea 

l6. tte principal atreeta of Ybiliai were laid in a aouth to north direction 
between the Mountain rangea at the eaatem and western 1x>rdera of the city. 
These Main thoroughfares included L^na ulitaa which Joined the Georgian 
Militaxy Highway; Froap^ ELekhanova; BoSba ulitaa; Which connected with 
ulitaa Hlary Statkin; ulitaa ShaiMyana which lead to the airport; a road 
(naMe unknown) to Buatavi (N 46«-00# H t$^3)# n new atreet which had been 
constructed through the university area# po^arly called the Uhlveraity 
City# and shorter atreeta such aa Kirova ulitaa# Sartanya# etc. Generally# 
the atreeta were wide# old# and in fair condition. Buildingt on the right 
hand aide of the atreeta were maibered even nuabera going froM aouth to 
north# and wlA odd nmbora going fWoai east to vest.

Bridge 'D”: fhe aain bri|ge in Tbiliai over vhieh traveled the 
heavieat aa^unt of buai atreeteari trucks and vehleular traffic, 
ma bridge ^vaa alailar to Bridge '^A*' in conatruction^ except that 
the roadbed vaa between 30 to to aetera vide^ ag^^roxiiiately 35 
aetera long^ and ei|^ and one-half aetera above the river. Tlila 
bridge vaa the ccaxttEouatiGn of ulitaa ChelyuakintaeT which led fToa 
the aain railroad atation to the center of the city* 

Bridge Siallarly conatructed but analler than brldgea ”A'* and 

'D”. Bevvy traffic including tracka and autobuses also utilized 
this narrov bridge. 

Bridge '*F”: A nev(;L9^} bridge^ aiadlar to bridge "A” designed for 
heavy traffic. 13ie roadbed vaa agproxiaately 23 aetera wide and waa 
between four or five aetera above the river. 


Bridge "O": A one-way^ ateel truaa, aingle apan, arch hridge which 
acoosModated streetcars^ buses and trucks* Ihe roadvay vaa approxl- 
aately 12 aetera vidoj 35 aetera long^ and vaa constructed approxi- 
mately ei|^ and one-kalf aetera above the river surface*

Shoes were acaarce and of 
poor quality, and it waa necessary to pay a bribe of 100 or more rublea 
above the price of too rublea for a pair of shoes for an adult. In 19^6 
tha coat of a poor quality suit waa 2,200 rublea, and a dress, 1,000 rublea* 
High prlcea of food on the open market reflected the acarcil^ of products 


in the state markets* Fruits and vegetablea were abundant since there were 
many orchards and truclt gardens in the Tbilisi area*
